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Zoo’s smelly gorillas 
given sprout ban 


Forget father trumping at the 
dinner table this Christmas, a 
group of Chessington resi¬ 
dents have proved themselves 
the smelliest of all the beasts. 
Gorillas at Chessington World 
of Adventures have had 
sprouts removed from their 
festive feeding-time, after vis¬ 
itors were offended by their 
smelly flatulence. 

The Leatherhead Road 
park and zoo’s 10 gorillas 
were producing such a 
strong smell after eating 
the green treats that 
zookeepers decided to re¬ 
move them from their diet 
while the zoo is open be¬ 
tween 10am and 3pm. 

People visiting the park 
were said to be over¬ 
whelmed by the stench 
when they went to see the 
big apes, but still saw 
the funny side through 
watering eyes. 

Zookeepers will 
now give the usual 
diet of vegetables, 
fruits, nuts and 
leaves during open¬ 
ing hours but will 
add the sprouts in 
the evenings and let 
the gorillas trump to 
their hearts’ content. 

A spokeswoman 
from Chessington 
World of Adventures 
said: “This is the first 
year that we have given 
our gorillas brussels 
sprouts. The zoo decid¬ 
ed to give them the 
sprouts as a festive treat, 
and because they are 
packed full of vitamin C. 
“The gorillas loved 
them, but unfortunate¬ 
ly our guests weren’t 
so keen on the smell 
that the gorillas pro¬ 
duced afterwards.”

The gorillas, two of which have 
lived at the zoo since 1969, will be 
allowed to join the festive spirit 
and eat the sprouts all day while 
the zoo is closed on Christmas 
Day Boxing Day visitors may 
want to take their noseplugs. 

Battersea Park Children’s Zoo 
will not be giving any sprouts to 
its animals this year, although a 
spokeswoman could not confirm 
whether animal flatulence had 
any bearing on their decision. 

It is not only gorillas that are af¬ 
fected by festive wind. Turtles at a 
sea life centre in Weymouth 
caused a Boxing Day emergency 
in 2006, when their flatulence set 
off an alarm. 

The bubbles in the tank were 
sent up a tube to the surface 
where they popped and splashed 
water on to a sensor. 

Marine biologists rushed to the 
500,000 litre tank assuming it was 
overflowing.

Arts Service. 

Coun Osbourne said the op¬ 
tion to fund the theatre for 
£600,000-a-year or spend 
£450,000 in the first year alone 
to close it, was a “no-brainer”. 

Conservative Councillor 
Nick Kilby said: “This is a sig¬ 
nificant level of expenditure 
for the council to agree to un¬ 
dertake. 

“At £1.8m over three years it 
is important that we treat this 
as we would for any other 


major contract such as with 
waste management or ground 
maintenance.” 

David Fletcher, executive di¬ 
rector of the Rose Theatre, 
said: “We are delighted that 
the executive agreed the pro¬ 
posal. 

“This will enable the theatre 
to plan our activities and fur¬ 
ther develop our audiences. We 
expected this decision to be 
called in and will contribute to 
the scrutiny process.”

The people of Kingston have 
sent more than 1,700 shoeboxes 
to people in need. 

Operation Christmas Child 
said “thank you” this week to 
residents for helping children 
in Belarus and Ukraine.

Kingston University should 
only be allowed to build tempo¬ 
rary classrooms on its Tol- 
worth sports ground in an 
absolute emergency,

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Rise in 999 calls blamed 
on drinking excessively

Kingston has seen the second 
biggest rise in London for al¬ 
cohol-related 999 calls over 
the past three years, new fig¬ 
ures have revealed. 

Statistics released by the 
London Ambulance Service 
show that since 2004/5, the 
amount of calls attributed to 
alcohol in the Kingston Pri¬ 
mary Care Trust area in¬ 
creased by 42.3 per cent. 

In 2007/8, there were 1,214 
alcohol-related 999 calls in the 
borough which was an in¬ 
crease of 6.3 per cent on the 
previous year. 

Alcohol-related calls were 
responsible for 7.4 per cent of 
all emergency service calls in 
2007/8. 

Mark Gatfield, of New 
Malden ambulance base, said: 
“Although Kingston has seen 
a particularly high rise in 
these calls over the past few 
years, we’re working hard 
with partner agencies to tack¬ 
le the problem.

Paul Riordan, business 
crime reduction manager at 
Kingstonfirst, said: “We 
should all be concerned about 
people drinking excessively, 
whether it is at home or else¬ 
where, and the burden it has 
on our ambulance service.” 

Mr Riordan said the in¬ 
crease equated to 361 addi¬ 
tional calls since 2004/5 and 
partners across the town cen¬ 
tre were working to reduce 
the burden on the ambulance 
service. 

Town centre managers 
Kingstonfirst organised a safe 
place to tackle alcohol related 
injuries in April, which treat¬ 
ed 16 people over five week¬ 
ends, only one of whom was 
drunk. 

Despite its success, Mr Rior¬ 
dan said it had been decided 
at a recent review not to ex¬ 
tend the scheme because of 
the low number of people who 
were treated. 


“Since last year, the rise in 
alcohol-related calls in the 
borough has been below the 


London average and we’re 
keen to continue this good 
work.”

Violence on the street 


Dozens of Kingston streets 
have become no-go areas for 
ambulance staff, because of 
the threat of violence or 
abuse. 

London Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice has revealed there are 
49 addresses on its “high 
risk” list at its New Malden 
base, which encompasses 
the whole of Kingston and 
small parts of Sutton and 
Merton. 

It means ambulance crews 
have to wait for police back 
up before helping people in 
a medical emergency, some¬ 
times adding extra minutes 
on to their journeys. 

Addresses are deemed to 
be high risk if assaults have 
happened there before, pre¬ 
vious paramedics have 
raised concerns or there is a 
history of domestic abuse. 
London Ambulance Service 
has refused to release fur¬ 
ther details about where ex¬ 
actly these addresses are. 

The number of assaults on 
Kingston ambulance staff 
increased by 20 per cent in 
the past year. Of the 24 as¬ 


saults in 2007/8, eight of 
them were physical and 16 
were verbal. 

A spokeswoman from Lon¬ 
don Ambulance Service said 
the at risk list did not corre¬ 
spond to assaults on staff, 
and it is a “pre-emptive list 
to prevent assaults on 
staff”. 

She said: “This high risk 
register helps to protect 
staff from being sent into 
potentially dangerous situa¬ 
tions. 

“When we receive a call to 
a flagged address indicating 
a threat to our staff, we im¬ 
mediately notify the police. 
We will not enter the prop¬ 
erty until they are also in 
attendance.”

Leaders send open 
letter to Chancellor

Business leaders have written to 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
to urge him to act now to help 
struggling south London busi¬ 
nesses through the next few 
months. 

The leaders of all of south Lon¬ 
don’s business chambers, which 
cover an area comprising some 
112,000 firms, said although the fi¬ 
nancial crisis is “top of the priori¬ 
ty list” for the Government, more 
intervention was needed to help 
businesses operating at a local 
level. 

Their open letter to Alistair Dar¬ 
ling praised the Government for 
acting quickly to reduce interest 
rates and VAT, but said: “The chal¬ 
lenges that remain are that real 
borrowing costs remain high, 
with businesses paying on aver¬ 
age about 7 per cent interest. 

“In addition, the ability to raise 
capital or even continue with 
existing overdraft arrangements 
is becoming more, not less, diffi¬ 
cult. 

“Finally, all the business sup¬ 
port that has been announced is 
passive and reliant on the busi¬ 
ness seeking help rather than 
being active and flexible. 

“They fail to deliver what busi¬ 
nesses really need, which is flexi¬ 
ble, direct support, advice and 
guidance, delivered to meet their 
needs.” 


The letter went on to explain 
where practical intervention 
could be given immediately. 

It called for existing borrowing 
arrangements to be protected, as¬ 
surances that new credit would be 
accessible and for a reduction in 
employers’ national insurance. 

Peter Pledger, chief executive of

Christmas is always surrounded by expecta¬ 
tion, and for many of us the stress can 
prove too much. ELEANOR HARDING reports 
on how to beat the winter blues 


Christmas crisis 


Chris Black has volunteered for the Put¬ 
ney Samaritans almost every Christmas 
for the past 10 years. 

While revellers drink at pubs and par¬ 
ties, Chris and his colleagues spend their 
days and nights listening to those not 
having such a great time. 

He says: “Some people are on their own 
and it would be nice if they could be with 
family and friends. 

“Others are the opposite. They wish 
they were on their own. 

“There might be family problems 
which come into sharper focus when 
everyone meets up. 

“This Christmas we are seeing people 
with many worries. 

“People feel they have to spend a lot of 
money, but they can’t afford to. 

“We get moving calls where people are 
at their wit’s end. It feels good to help 
them.” 

Christmas is an emotional time, and it 
can push people to the brink. 

Figures show divorce rates increase by 
50 per cent after Christmas, when cou¬ 
ples are forced to spend more time to¬ 
gether. 

In the midst of the credit crunch, pro¬ 
fessionals expect to see more families 
sinking into debt after spending on pre¬ 
sents. 

National statistics show that debt is 
strongly linked to mental health prob¬ 
lems. 

In a study conducted by mental health 
charity Mind, just after last Christmas, 
40 per cent of respondents felt 
more stressed and anxious and 25 per 
cent had increased feelings of depres¬ 
sion. 

But there are ways of reducing the cri¬ 
sis at Christmas, as Dr Chris Hall, clini¬ 
cal psychologist at South West London 
and St George’s Mental Health Trust, ex¬ 
plains. 

He says: “After Christmas, you’ll have 
an increase in referrals to our team. 

“Look after yourself as best as you can, 
and think about looking after others and 
giving to others. 

“But if you are 
struggling, talk 
to someone. 
“Give some 
time to visit 
your GP, or call 
the Samari¬ 
tans.”

Top 10 tips 

□ Manage your stress by minimising 
what you have to do. If you say yes to 
one thing, say no to something else. 

□ Try to relax using the seven-11 
breathing exercise. Breathe in for 
seven counts and out for 11. 

□ When dealing with frustration, 
think of the serenity prayer: Grant 
me the serenity to accept the things I 
cannot change; courage to change the 
things I can; and wisdom to know the 
difference. 

□ Keep positive and connected with 
friends and family. Research has 
shown helping others can make you 
feel good too. 

□ To lift your mood at the end of each 
day, think of three positive things 
which have happened. 

□ Savour the moment. Christmas is 
meant to be a happy time, so don’t 
spoil it by thinking too much about 
the future. 

□ Don’t be a perfectionist with bar- 
gain-hunting and present-buying. 
Research shows those who try to 
maximise every opportunity are less 
happy. 

□ If you are worried about debts visit 
the citizen’s advice bureau. 

□ Don’t compare yourself or your 
family to other people. Be satisfied 
with what you have got. 

□ Call the Samaritans on 08457

Government must stop abuse to adults too 


S3 support 


After campaigning by 
Kingston Area Travellers’ 
Association for many years, 
Transport for London (TfL) 
is proposing to extend route 
S3 (Sutton to Worcester 
Park) to Malden Manor via 
Manor Drive. 

This will be a boon to resi¬ 
dents who don’t drive and 
provides a service to Malden 
Parochial School and 
Richard Challoner School at 
Malden Manor. 

Although approved of by 
TfL, RBK and the Metropoli¬ 
tan Police, some car owners 
oppose it. Objections seem to 
be that the school-run blocks 
traffic and fire engines. The 
use of an extended S3 will 
lessen the dreaded school- 
run along with its conges¬ 
tion. It will lessen the 
practice of kids crossing the 
road at blind spots caused by, 
er, the school-run. 

At present, people trying to 
get between Malden Manor 
and Worcester Park have to 
get two buses (K1 and 213) by 
changing near the A3 by¬ 
pass, thus paying two fares 
with much inconvenience. 
The S3, however, will be a 
quick and convenient jour¬ 
ney, linking with the K1 
(Kingston-Tolworth-Malden). 

So, 10 years after losing the 
K9 link along Manor Drive, 
we are urging all bus users to 
add their support to the S3 by 
writing to TfL by January 9.

A guilt-free green Christmas 


Christmas is a time for indulgence. Although there are no quick fixes 
for the expanded waistline, one way to offset the blues is by having an 
environmentally-friendly Christmas. JAMES PEPPER tells you how 



Glow: Leaving Christmas lights on is a big contributor to CO 2 


If you were to leave your Christmas 
tree lights on for 10 hours a day over 
the 12 days of Christmas you will 
have produced enough carbon diox¬ 
ide to inflate 12 balloons. 

To avoid this decorative and envi¬ 
ronmental catastrophe why not buy 
energy-saving light bulbs. LED 
Christmas lights can reduce power 
consumption and the energy cost by 
almost 90 per cent. A Wide range is 
available on the internet. 

Every year, we send about 1.7billion 
Christmas cards, that is the equiva¬ 
lent of 200,000 trees. One billion of 
these cards are thrown away. Use re¬ 
cycled cards, make your own or send 
a text or an email. 

It sounds impersonal, but the senti¬ 
ment is still there, and you can write 
as much as you want. After Christ¬ 
mas, take your cards to a Woodland 
Trust recycling point. 

Let mother nature decorate your 
home this year. Instead of wasting 
money on artificial decorations that 
don’t last five minutes, use organic, 
recycled or scrap materials, or even 
make your own. Try using popcorn, 
cinnamon sticks, bows, pine cones, 
gingerbread, berry’s or dried orange 
segments. 

If you want to capture the more tra¬ 
ditional Victorian ambience, try 
using beeswax, soy or natural veg¬ 
etable-based candles. These biode¬ 
grade and they are smoke free so are 
more eco-friendly. Paraffin candles 
are made from petroleum residue so 
do not do your health or the environ¬ 
ment any good. 

More than 83 square kilometres of 
wrapping paper gets binned every 
year. That is enough paper to wrap up 
Guernsey. Use recycled wrapping 
paper, and try to use ribbon or string 
instead of sticky tape. 

Buy ethical Christmas presents. In¬ 


stead of toys made in China how 
about a pollinating bee log, or a model 
car that runs on hydrogen fuel cells. 

Not everyone gets what they want at 
Christmas. Recycle your unwanted 
presents to charities. Local hospitals 
and hospices are often very pleased to 
receive unwanted smellies to give to 
patients. Also try sponsoring an ani¬ 
mal or give a membership to a charity 
or environmental organisation for a 
Christmas gift. 

Miles Owen from ecotopia.co.uk 
said: “Christmas has become the 
worst time of year for waste, with 
many households usually buying too 
much food, wasting paper on cards 
and wrapping and, ultimately, wasting 
money that does not need to be spent. 

“Taking time out to think about the 
environment, and others, at Christ¬ 
mas can prove beneficial both for 
your conscience and for your wallet - 
especially during these credit crunch¬ 
ing times where people do not have 
the cash to flash” 

Get your Christmas tree from a 
small-scale sustainable grower, or en¬ 
sure that the tree has Forest Steward¬ 
ship Council (FSC) accreditation, you 
can visit soilassociation.org/ 
Christmas for a list of producers. 

Also, choose a tree with roots so it 
can be replanted. If replanting is not 
an option, most councils run tree re¬ 
cycling schemes. Contact yours or go 
to letsrecycle.com You could even 
grow your own. 

Although artificial trees last for 
many years, they are made from 
metal and derivatives of PVC, which 
requires large amounts of energy to 
make, and also creates by-products 
such as lead, which can be harmful to 
both the environment and human 
health. 

The average life of an artificial tree 
is just six years, and they can go on to 


pollute a landfill site for many years. 
Most artificial trees sold in the UK 
are now made in Taiwan and China 
and so have additional energy costs 
including transport. 

Real trees are carbon neutral, 
which means they absorb as much 
carbon dioxide as they emit when 
burnt or left to decompose. 


Peter Danley, a landscaping expert, 
said: “One of the biggest misconcep¬ 
tions of the general public still today 
is that harvesting of Christmas trees 
is cutting down forests. 

“This is not the case. In its afterlife, 
a natural tree can be reused as 
mulch.” 

Batteries are a Christmas essential, 
however, they contain toxic chemi¬ 
cals and do not biodegrade. 

Try going for rechargeable ones in¬ 
stead or you could try a new inven¬ 
tion of AA size USB rechargeable 
batteries. By opening the cap and 
plugging it into a USB connector, you 
can recharge them anywhere there is 
a USB socket. 

Ten million turkeys are eaten every 
Christmas. If you can, try to make 
sure yours has been reared in hu¬ 
mane conditions. Organic turkeys 
taste better too. Also try to buy 
Christmas food locally, shopping at 
farmers markets or buying direct 
from the farmer is far cheaper than 
buying organic in the supermarket. 
Think of the benefits, the taste of 
chemical-free food, the reduction in 
food miles and CO 2 emissions, and re¬ 
duced dependence on oil. Buying lo¬ 
cally produced food also boosts rural 
jobs.

A cursory glance across 
the interview pages of any 
comedy website will often 
throw up a batch of 
comics desperate to 
parade their profundity as 
a way of showcasing their 
intellectual prowess.

THE DAY THE EARTH STOOD 
STILL (12A): While the original was 
a product of Cold War paranoia, 

Scott Derrickson’s remake goes 
green. The hysteria begins when a 
sphere of light touches down in New 
York, bringing with it Klaatu (Keanu 
Reeves), a human embodiment of 
the collective universe. The visitor 
warns Secretary of Defence Regina 
Jackson (Kathy Bates) and the 
scientific community, led by astrobiol- 
ogist Helen Benson (Jennifer 
Connelly), of impending doom. How¬ 
ever, the trigger-happy actions of the 
US military against Klaatu’s robot 
protector, GORT, initiate the count¬ 
down to destruction.

Extreme measures 


Jonathan Crouch looks at the impact of bad 
the roads and those who have to use them 



When temperatures are plummeting 
and forecasters are predicting rain, 
strong winds and even snow, the 
roads usually become a nightmare 
for motorists. 

Here are some important tips for 
us all to keep in mind when driving 
in extreme weather conditions. 

Driving in heavy rain and floods 

1. Stopping distances are at least 
double that of normal, dry roads so 
keep back from the vehicle in 
front for better visibility and in¬ 
creased thinking and stopping time. 
Spray can make visibility as bad as 
fog so slow down. See and be seen 
and make sure your headlights are 
on dipped beam - which is a 

legal requirement. 

2. If your tyres lose grip on the road 
because of excess water, known as 
aquaplaning, ease off the acceler¬ 
ator and slow down gradually. 

3. If you are driving through floods, 
drive slowly in first gear but keep 
the engine speed high by slipping the 
clutch, which will stop you from 
stalling. 


4. Try to avoid the deepest water, 
which is usually near the kerb, and 
don’t attempt to cross if the water 
seems too deep. 

5. Always remember to test your 
brakes when you are through the 
flood before you drive at normal 
speed. 

Driving in windy weather 

1. High-sided vehicles are most af¬ 
fected by windy weather, so be aware 
that strong gusts can blow 

them into your path, but high gusts 
can also throw a car off course. Be 
particularly aware of this on open 
stretches of road exposed to strong 
cross winds, or when passing 
bridges or gaps in hedges. 

2. In extreme windy weather, your 
vehicle may be affected by turbu¬ 
lence created by large vehicles, so 
keep well back from them and take 
extra caution when overtaking. 

3. Make sure, when driving in high 
winds, that both hands are in the 
correct position on the wheel - a 
sudden gust of wind can seriously ef¬ 
fect the vehicle’s stability and you 


weather on 


will require maximum control to 
counter this. 

4. Controlling your speed is an im¬ 
portant factor - reducing your speed 
will provide additional stability. 

Driving in icy and snowy weather 

1. Whenever setting off on a long 
journey when the temperatures are 
freezing, ensure you have a blanket, 
a warm reflective jacket and possi¬ 
bly a flask of warm fluid in case of 
emergency. 

2. Driving on snow is dangerous but 
at least you know it is there. Driving 
on ice is even more dangerous, not 
just because it can be more slippery, 
but mainly because you often can¬ 
not see it and the thicker it is the 
harder it is to see. 

3. Black ice forms when running 
water or standing water freezes on 
the road and doesn’t automatically 
disappear when the sun comes out. 
Expect to find it on corners, bends 
and roundabouts that haven’t been 
warmed by the sun and it won’t take 
you by surprise when you do en¬ 
counter it. 


4. Good visibility is especially impor¬ 
tant when driving in snow, therefore 
it is essential to scrape off all ice and 
snow before making a journey. It is 
actually illegal to drive without good 
all-round visibility. Ensure all the 
mirrors are clear and the defroster 
has cleared the inside of the win¬ 
dows. Never use hot water to clear 
the windscreen as it can cause dam¬ 
age. 


5. Low winter sunshine reflecting off 
snow can be blinding, so keep a pair 
of anti-glare glasses in the car. 

Statistically, the end of the year 
is a bad time of the year for millions 
of motorists as the weather changes 
from the relatively mild autumn into 
the wintry months. Make a mental 
note of these safety tips and apply 
them with common sense - it’s all 
about managing your space.
